Temperance in Political Discussion.
“Tue times are out of joint.” Ultralsm s
the order of the day, and the earncst desire
to grasp the truth and a decisive courage in
maintaining it, engendered by our war, have
proved contagious to manner as well as idea,
Our people are rapudly falling into the grave
error ol supposing that the possession of posi-
tive views demands a positive way of expres-
glon, and have learned to believe that a loud
volce and an excited delivery bring convie-
tion. 'The bloody scenes through which we
have passed in the last five years have
brought us in contact with men who held
sentiments at once disgraceful to themselves
and Insuiting to their auditors. When these
views were declared, it is no cause of surprise
that loyal hearers lost their tempers and in-
dulged in abuse, Because such was unavoid-
able in times of war, and the best of our
citizens inda/ged in It, the masses of those
who are but imitators have affécted a loss of
temper, until over all the land seems to have
spread the epidemic of passion and the invi-
tatlon, “Come, let us reason together” is
almost unheard.

Now this condition of feeling is one which
all right-thinking men will join with ug in
sincerely deploring. The only way in which
a misjudgment can be corrected is by calmly
arguing with the holderof the wrong views,
and convincing him by quiet reasomng that
he is In error. It is idle to endeavor to intimi-
date a sensible man into assenting to your
views by using the voice of'a Stentor, or going
through some of the attitudes of the prize
ring. Every man of any spirit will at once
use a name as offensive as your own, and
either return your violence, or, il ne be a
gentleman, quietly turn his back and leave
you alope. To assault a man’s doetrine is to
make him their bitter advocate.

Our public speakers seem to have forgotten

the maxim of Jefforson, “Error of opinion
can be tolerated where reason Is lefl [ree to
combat 11,” and falling back to the more con-
genial doctrines of the Inquisition, seem de-
sirous of making wmartyrs of all who do not
agree with them in opinion. We repeat that
such a state of affairs in the political world is
one which should be deprecated and remedied.
1t is only natural that the fumes ol war which
gtill fill the atmosphere should lead to such
excesses of expression as occasionally might
be tolerated, but that they should be chronie
is indeed a sad proof of national spirit and
popular temper. The term “traitor” and
“Qopperhead” died with the fall of the Rebel-
lion. We have no such persons now. There
may be “traitors,” and we believe there are,
but 8o far as an overt act is concerned thers
are note in the country ; and to term a min a
“traitor” is a slander, for which he could re-
cover damages in the courts. We regret to
see this indiscriminate use of insulting titles,
The Demochacy call the Republican party “dis-
unionists,” and the Republican party 1etorts
with the chaste epithet of “traitors,” though
both the terms are inapplicable. The Repub-
lican party has a record such as to render the
name “disunionist” simply the spitetul utter-
ance of an Imbecile; while, if the conssrva-
tives do include all the late traitors, it is no
reason why the party s traitorous. The ex-
punging ot all adjectives irom the dictionary
would tend grestly to advance decency and
cultivate common sense among our political
speakers, All sober-minded men are dis-
gusted by hearing a speaker endeavor to
overcome his adversary by indulging in such
epithets as would do honor to a fishmonger of
Billingsgate, Let us have some courtesy in
political discussion, lct a spirit of moderation
in manner and temperance in uttérance be
inculeated ; for unless some such reform is
speedily made, we fear to think of what the
style of argument in the next generation will
be, The children who see their fathers always
slake their fists in an opponent's face, will
very lizely not hesitate to put a ballet through’
a political opponent when \hey are men, and
all discussion will degenerate into brute force,
It is a duty our public men owe to their
children, as well as to their own sell-respect,
that the excessive intemperance of language
be immediaiely abandoned, and reason and
politeness once more resume their sway.

Tk New York Herald contains a special
despatch, stating that Jefferson Davis is to be
released after the fall elections. We shall not
be at all surprised. So far as we are concerned,
we cannot see why be should not be as free as
Stephens, Clay, and a host of othera. Il he1s
to be tried, let him be tried at once; il not, we
see no use of holding him. 1t Is for a princi-
ple, and not (rom personal enmity, that we re-
commend his punishment,

Tar GoLp Resenve.—~We are glad to
see that Mr, Mo ulloch hnadecided, and con-
t'nues to stand steadfastly by his decislon, not
to sell any of the Government gold. There
can be no possible good result from throwing
it on the market, On the contrary, It will
produce absolute evil. So long asitis under-
stood that the power is vested in the Secre-
tary to compel the fall of gold by flooding
the market, so long can be have a far greater
influence than when be has expended its force
and the worst hns been felt by Wall street,
It is sound policy which dictates that the
fear of ill is far greater than the il itself.
You can keep a man in ferror so long as he
does not know the exact power you have
over him, but once exercise your full infla-
ence, and you either kill the man or else he
ceases to fear you, We tried the experiment
of attempting to confrol the market twice last
winter, and it failed utterly. The power of
the ‘Ireasury i8 negative, and as soon as it
steps boyond that ifs influence ends, If the
present wise course is followed out, we be-
lleve that we will bave a return to specie
payments in the course of a few years, and
we hope that none of the addresses of Wall
street bankers will cause the least deviation
from the established rule of action.

A BOLD HOTEL THIEF.

Several Patrons of the Metropolitan, Fifth Avenue,
and other Hotels Robbed—"ne of the Victims a
Mexican General—The Thief an Insurance
Broker—His Arrest, Eto.

For some daye past Mr, Samucl Porter, Spe-
cinl Deputy Sherifi, employed at the Metropo-
litan Hotel, has been on the alert for a thief
who bad been entering boarders' rooms and
purloining property. Late on Wednesday after-
noon My, Porter observed a suspiious-looking
man on one of the upper floors of the uowr,
and agcordingly watched his movements,

Tie stranger wus seen to listen atthe koy-
holeg of several rooms, and, thinking the coast
clear, the fellow, with 8 false key, entered roow
No. 108, occupied by General G, Sanchez Ochoa,
of Mexico, and stole toerefrom a coat, pair of
pants, shirts, and other articles, valued at $77.
The suspected party was immediately urcested
by Mr. Porter, and gave his name as Henry
Watson, Un searching the prisoner the goods
stolen irom the Mexican General’s room wore
found in Watson's possession, The accused also
had m hig pockets door keys from Lhe Metropo-
litan aud Fitth Avenue Hotels, and also the
Astor House, besides a large number of trank
und skeleton keye, Inone ol Watson's pockets
was discovered a pair ol eye-glasses, it being a
portion of $43 worth of clothing, ete., taken
irom the room of Mr., Charles W. Matheny,
stopping al the Metropolitan Hotel,

Ths room was entered and robbed on the
avening of the 10th instant, doriog the absconce
of Mr. Matheny. His property, with the excep-
tion of toe eyslasses, has wol been recovered,
the prisoner stubbornly refusing to tell what
dieposition he had made ot it. Detective Elder
yesterday assisted Mr, Porter in working up the
case, and in dowg so learned that a Uatholle
clergyman had been robbed of his robes at the
Astor House; but as that gentleman is at present
attending a convention in Baltimore he eannot
now appear to make a complaint, Mr., Charles
H. Harkness, aleo lormerly stopping at the
Astor House, had his room entered and robbed
of # considerable amount of property, which has
not been recovered,

Yesterday afternoon Walson was taken before
Jusdee Dowling and commitited to the Tombs
for tral, bail being refused, He 18 twenvy-flve
yeuts ol Age, was born in Philadelphia, 1@ an in-
surance hroker, and says he lives in the PFitth
Avenue Hotel, That he had a room there s
eerimin, lor the officers found & sma'l quanticy
of stolen property there, Before being sent 1o
the Tombs Watson was “shown up' to the priu-
oipal howel-keepers ot the oity, and had bhis
picture taken for imlmmiun in the Rozne's
Gallery, It 18 the intention of the oriminal

A Lettor hrom Majoretieneral Custer on
tho Indianapolis Disturbanoes.

Crnomenaty, Ohio, Beptewber 12,—To Genoral
8. Meredith—Dear Sir:—In compliance with
your reqacst, and 10 correot misrepreseniations
alrendy ubitsbed, I glve you the tollowing
statement of what I snw relatiug to the disgraoe-
ful riot which ocourred in Indianapolis on the
evening of the President’s reception in that ofty.
I had veturned o my room trom the supper
tuble, where 1 bad lelt the President and most
of the party. The streets about the hotel were
demsely packed by the crowa waiting te see and
hear the President, Loud and contlnuous calls
were made for Johnson, Seward, Grant, Farra-
gut, noo othots,

I was seated in the window of my room, which
was in the spcond story of the Batea House, and
imwmediately overlooking the crowd n the
street, Several hundred torches and tranapn
rencies borno samobg the crowd rendered the
scene ns lightas mid-day, sojthat I conld see and
distingmeh the fnces of every person in the
orowd below, | am thus minute m detail
order to prove to you that 1 could see all that
was teanspiring.  Nothing of a disorderly char-
aoter oecurred votll one of the Marshals of the
dauy was scen making nis way on horseback
through the crowd 1o s point fwhere torch-
beurers were locaied. After apparently receiv-
ing directions 1o that effect, they begun to move
off in column.

This was the elgnal for an attack by the
crowd, which was begun by knocking down
torches and transparencies with clubs, and in
some instances wreeting them trom the hunds of
toolders, This continued without resistance for
the sp ce of probably two m nutes, althou:h
geveral in tho procession had been struck and
beaten over their heaoe. A rush was tinally
made by the crowd, and several torches foreibly
taken from the procession wnd the handles
used ax wenpons ngainst those in the procession.
The trensparency bonring the motto “*Irish-
Amenicnn Citizens Weleome toe President of the
United States,” seemed to be a special object ol
uttack, auvd was sewzed and attempted to be
tranipled under foot. The attempt failed, and
the bearer redisted by using his transparency a8
a club,

‘This was the signal for a general altack by the
erowd., At this moment the trst shot was tired,
and fs &0 eflort has been made to attuch the
blame and responsibility of rnis disgraceful pro-
ceeding of that cecasion upon wnpocent partios,
and beineg in possession of facts which enable
me to fix guilt where it belongs, I hereby state
that { plamnly saw the man who fired the trst
shot, and saw hun at the moment he tired, He
wae one of the attacking party belonging to the
crowd, and bis aim wben firing was directed
into the proeession and apparently at the bearer
of the transparency referred to above, This was
asigual tor other shots, and it was not uatll
alter o dozen or so shots were fired by the nt-
tacking party that any was returned by those
bele nging to the procedsion, when & single man
ety theprocession, stepped into the open Epace
which Liad been eleared by the firine, and de-
liberately aimed ana fired twice at one of the
mwob, who was some twenty yards distant, and
who was still firing towards the torch-bearers,
This closed the disturbance for the time baing.

The lncts, as | have related them, were wit-
nessed by Mr. Spofiord, of Boeton, Mr, McGin-
g, of Chicago, and two ladies, all of whom sre
members of the President’s party, who were in
my room at the time. General Grant also wit-
neseed them from apother window, and informed
the President of what he had seen, g few mo-
ments atter it transpired. Afer the Presidenc
returned to Lis room, fucing the balcony, the
erowd arain assembled in tront, when another
disturbance arose. 1 wus standing with the
President in his room. when I heard two or
three shots fired: 1 looked out of the window
juet in time to see & man lire o mstol at another
stanwng near him, The wounded man tell; and
wie coon ef er picked up and carried into a drug
stmr-'r on the lower itloor. No more shots were
fired.

General Grant, after twice appearing on the
balcony and requesting the crowd lo disperse
und go home, mduced respectable persons to do
s0, About one bundred and ufiy or more of the
roughs and Thugs of the city, and who probably
began and upheld the riot, remained in front of
the hotel, indulging in vile epithets, until a late
hour, To use the words of Secretury Sewardon
that occasion, the loyal inhubitants had retired
10 their homes, while the disloyal remained in
the street.
